| Weather conditions during the 
recent growing season and during 
the harvest have been nearly ideal 
for cane cultivation and harvest- 
ing, said Vaughn, who believes the 
corporation will have ground mor. 
cane and produced more sugar 
when the crops end this year than 
in any previous season. 

The harvest season will be a lit- 
tle longer than last year. The 
1950-51 grinding season was 167 
days, while indications point to a 
grinding season of approximately 
175 days this year. 

The close of the harvest season 
is the occasion of the annual har- 
vest festival staged by corporation 
employees, A King and Queen oi 
Sugarland are chosen by secret 
ballot among the employees as a 
feature of the yearly celebration.
